Mr. Baskervill has added another to his list of admirable Virginia 
genealogies. No genealogy of the Meades has been before published 
and it is fortunate that the work remained to be done by so thorough 
and careful a student of genealogy as Mr. Baskervill. The Irish con- 
nection is as yet largely conjectural, but the statement by a grandson of 
the emigrant that his grandfather had an uncle, Col. Meade of the Irish 
Brigade, should prove a good clue. The treatment of the Eyerards is 
especially full and intersting. A view of their old English home, 
Langleys in Essex is given. There are also careful studies of the 
other families named on the title page. The author states that he has 
not intended to compile a full account of any of these names. 
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
